Young Latinos are an increasingly large share of the electorate and a crucial segment of both the 
youth vote and the Latino vote. 

An Emerging Group of Voters 

2008: approximately 5,584,567 Latinos 18-29 are eligible to vote. 

Young Latinos are the largest and fastest-growing racial or ethnic subset of young 
adults; 50,000 young Latinos turn 18 each month, and Latinos make up 17s% of the 
youth electorate. 1 

Young Latinos comprise 13 percent of the overall Latino electorate (compared to White 
and African-American at 8.4% and 12.4%, respectively). 2 

2004: turnout among 18-29 year olds Latinos jumped six percentage points; 1.1 million 
more Latinos under 30 voted than had in 2000. 3 

o Young Latino registration increased by 640,000 over 2000 levels; 2.35 million 
young Latinos registered to vote.
